Opposed 
Legislation 

Editor, Bulletin—There are cer- 
tain statements made in a letter 
written br C. Crate of Yellow- 
knife, and printed in your issue 
of June 15th, which should not 
€o unchallenged. 

Mr. Crate says in part: “... 
the CCF, which has been the 
only party in parliament to fight 
for separate ridings for the Yu- 
kon and Mackenzie...” 

An examination of Hansard for 
July 15th, 1947, when the debate 
on the point came up, discloses 
that the only members who spoke 
in opposition to the legislation 
joining Mackenzie to Yukon were 
George Black (PC member for 
Yukon) supported by Ian Mac- 
kenzie (Lib). Hansard shows that 
the vote on the point went 
aégainst Mr. Black Gi-20. 

There is nothing in Hansard to 
show how the various parties 
voted. However, the Winnipeg 
Tribune issue of July 19, 1947, 
(just four days after the debate) 
contains the following report of 
an interview with Mr. Black. 

“I have too much respect for 
the intelligence of some Liberal 
members to believe they did not 
understand the unfairness of the 
legislation to the people of Mac- 
kenzie and Yukon,” he said. 

“In fact, some of them told me 
they would vote against it. but 
when their leader, Rt. Hon. Mac- 
kenzie King voted to perpetrate 
that wrong against the people of 
the worth in disregard of the 
protests, they followed like sheep, 
or left the chamber when the 
vote was about to be taken. 

“All but Hon. Ian Mackenzie, 
Minister of Veterans’ Affairs, 
who had the honesty and inde- 
pendence to comply with the 
wishes of the people and voted 
against it, the legislation was 
supported by the Liberal and 
CCF smembers.” 

It will be seen that the state- 
ment made in Mr. Crate’s letter 
is wholly irresponsible. The fact 
is that Mr. Black fought this leg- 
islation strenuously in parliament 
on many occasions and was op- 
posed by both the Liberals and 
CCF, with the single exception, 
in the case of the Liberals, of 
the Hon. Ian Mackenzie.

Misrepresents 


Editor, Bulletin—More than a 
quarter million people of Canada 
derive a living from Canadian 
gold mines. Many times this num- 
ber are benefited indirectly. 

One half the number of gold 
mines operating in 1942 are now 
idle. Since 1946 when Canadian 
dollar was brought to par with 
U.S. dollar, it has been increas- 
ingly difficult for some of surviv- 
ing mines to continue operating. 
Low grade ore which formerly 
provided jobs is now unprofitable 
to mine. 

The emergency gold mining 
bonus does not compensate for a 
Canadian Gotlar at par or 2x in- 
crease in the world valuation for 
gold. 

No new gold mines are heing 
developed and it only pays to 
operate mines with higher grade 
ore. The marginal ores with the 
jobs they create are lost, probably 
forever. 

This situation is a blow to the 
Yellowknife field where prospect- 
ing and development has reached 
a new low. This is Edmonton 
territory. The loss to Yellowknife 
affects the growth of this city and 
its citizens. 

Editorially on June 21, the 
Journal points to proposed de- 
valuation of the Canadian dollar 
as help to the rich gold mines of 
Ontario and Quebec, and by in- 
ference the prairie farmer would 
suffer in consequence. 

This misrepresents the facts. 
Every ton of ore mined in Yellow- 
knife or Northern Ontario bene- 
fits the prairie farmers who sup- 
ply the camps directly with the 
necessities of life. 

The gold mining industry has 
been the target for too much 
abuse. The sponsors of Social 
Credit deride the use of gold for 
currency. How have they the ef- 
fontery to seek power at Ottawa. 
Without a demand for gold, Ye!- 
lowknife and the Yukon would 
revert to barren lands.

NICE, France —We have finish- 
ed our Italian visit, which took 
us to Genoa and Milan, as well as 
other Northern centres. We feel 
we have already started the 
homeward journey. For in a 
sense, it was like coming half 
home to come back to France 

And now we both are eager to 
get back to Britain—to really visit 
there awhile before embarking 
for Canada. 

The main impression I got 
from Italy was the striking con- 
trasts. Wealth and poverty exist 
side by side to a degree new to 
our experience. 

On every hand you see proof of 
the renewed vitality of the cap- 
italistic side of the Italian econ- 
omy. 

We saw more new building in 
one day's bus ride through Italy 
than we had seen in London, 
Paris and the other coun:ries 
through which we had passed— 
excluding Belgium and Switzer- 
Jand. 

Yet almost every wall in North- 
ern Italy is plastered with pol- 
itical slogans. And of these at 
least nine out of ten are Cor- 
munist. 


Farm 
Strikes 

There were widespread strikes 
of farm laborers in Italy while 
we were there. I saw large 
crowds of these strikers gather- 
ing. They looked like earnest, 
honest men. 

Once coming over the Als our 
big bus could not make the hair- 
pin turn without shunting back 
and forward several times. There 
was an Italian farmers’ co-op at 
that particular turn, and quite a 
group of the co-operators were 
gathered. 

I have never seen anywhere 
men more calm or intelligent- 
looking. 

I mentioned in an earlier ar- 
ticle the magnificent new green 
marble head office building of a 
big Italian corporation. Later we 
got quite a kick when we noted 
the name of ‘the street on which 
it was located—the Moscow Road.

Bus drivers work in pairs on 
the long runs, That ls, two of 
them wil) take a bus on a jour- 
ney taking from eight in the 
morning till eight at night. They 
work every day of the year—so 
long as they can hold the job. 
Their pay is $40 per month. Yet 
prices are about the same as in 
Canada. 

All the American travelers 
we have met agree with us that 
there is considerable antagonism 
to Americans in Italy. 

We always got on much better 
with the people when we let 
them know (which we always 
did as quickly as possible) that 
we were Canadians, not Ameri- 
cans. 

I am not referring in the above 
to the general European custom 
of jacking up the price when 
they think you are a Yank. 

Taxi drivers, etc, do that, 
even in Britain. 

Most Americans that we met 
attributed the hostility in Italy 
tosthe bombings in the war. But 
there is a marked difference to 
the attitude in Italy and Ger- 
many. 

In Germany, the British were 
markedly less popular than the 
Yanks.
